and the cultivation of nn appreciative 
sentiment concerning them.

Then the account describes the dreary 


delay, the forbidding of any welcoming 
friends on board, the hours of waiting, 
tho compelling of the female, and all pas- 
sengers to unstrap nnd unpack their own 
trunks, the repacking and strapping, 
when in fact says "Travel" the govern- 
ment officials should see to this itself. 
Then the difference at European custom 
houses ii remarked and the uniform cour- 
tesy seldom exhibited on this side of the 
big pond. 


There is no earthly reason there should 


not be a big reform made in this particu- 
lar. Under any system of , inspection, 
there, will be :» certain amount of smug- 
gling. Passengers arriving home 
from 


abroad and visiting foreigners may just 
as well be received with the minimum 
amount of discomfort, and made wel- 
come, not held to bo intending criminals 
until proven innocent.
